Coma review ahead 


TRENTON, N.J. - The New 


Jersey Supreme Court will step up 
the judicial process to hear an ap 
peal of a ruling that prevented Ka- 
ren Anne Quintan's parents from 
allowing her to die. 


The state's highest court said in 


a one-paragraph announcement 
Monday that the case would be 
heard "on an accelerated basis." 
The Supreme Court took the case 
only a few hours after an attorney 
for Miss Quinlan's parents filed 
the appeal with the Appellate Divi- 
sion of Superior Court. 


The Supreme Court decision 


automatically bypasses the Appel- 
late Division. 


The Quinlans' attorney, Paul W. 


Armstrong, appealed the decision 


of Judge Robert Muir Jr., who re- 
fused the parents permission to 
disconnect the respirator that has 
kept their daughter alive since she 
entered a coma more than seven 
months ago. Armstrong said he 
would file a brief within 45 days. 


In a news conference, Arm- 


strong said he would advance the 
same constitutional 
arguments 


made in the trial, holding that in 
extreme cases there is a con- 
stitutional right to die. 


He said he would also ask that 


the comatose woman's father, Jo- 
seph Quinlan, be made her sole 
guardian. Muir appointed an at- 
torney to act as her guardian in 
decisions about her care and 
treatment.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In an abrupt 


change in position, the Senate in- 
telligence committee agreed today to 
delete from its final report the name of a 
former CIA official identified as a cen- 
tral figure in plots to k i l l foreign 
leaders. 


The shift in the committee's position 


was announced in a one-paragraph 
statement issued at the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia. 


Meanwhile, the committee began two 


days of public hearings into what its in- 
vestigators call 50 years of "massive 
surveillance of law-abiding American 
citizens" by the FBI. 


Attorneys for the former CIA official 


argued Monday in U.S. District Court 


that publication of his name would place 
his life in danger. Judge Gerhard Gesell 
agreed, but rejected their request for a 
temporary restraining order saying that 
"the public interest greatly outweighs 
any private interest of the individual." 


The attorneys for the former CIA offi- 


cial immediately appealed Gesell's 
decision. 


The appeals court had scheduled a 


hearing for 10 a.m. but abruptly can- 
celed it.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
After only 


brief debate, the Senate today con- 
firmed President Ford's nomination of 
Donald H. Rumsfeld as secretary of 
defense. 


The vote was 95 to 2. 
Sens. Jesse Helms, R-N.C., and Rich- 


ard Stone, D-Fla., voted against the 
nomination. Both said they voted in pro- 
test of the "scenario" which brought 
Rumsfeld the nomination. 


Rumsfeld, 43, who has been White 


House chief of staff, succeeds James R. 
Schlesinger, fired by Ford 16 days ago. 


Rumsfeld was the only witness at 


hearings last week by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, which then gave 
the nomination its unanimous approval. 


Before becoming Ford's staff chief, 


the former Illinois congressman served 
the Richard M. Nixon and Ford admin- 
istrations as U.S. ambassador to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization, di- 
rector of the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity, White House counselor and 
head of the now-defunct Cost of Living 
Council. 


In two days of hearings on his nomi- 


nation, Rumsfeld said that President 
Ford plans a close working relationship 
with his secretaries of state and defense 
"so any differences will be brought be 
fore him in a timely way." 


He assured Congress he is "totally 


dedicated to a strong defense posture 
for the United States." 


Rumsfeld refused to rule himself out 


as a possible Republican candidate for 
vice president next year but said, "I 
would not be seeking anything else' 
beyond the Pentagon post. 


The only senator to speak against the 


nomination in the 30 minutes of debate 
that preceded the vote, Helms said the 
substitution of Rumsfeld for Schiesi- 
nger "was as unnecessary as it was 
h a r m f u l to our national defense 
posture." 


Helms called Schlesinger "one of 


those rare men in public service, a man 
who combines genuine expertise in the 
area of policy formulation with the abil- 
ity to translate those policies into effec- 
tive action." 


He said, without mentioning the sec- 


retary of state's name, that Ford should 
have fired Henry A. Kissinger instead of 
Schlesinger. 


"The secretary of state has been a lia- 


bility to this nation and there is no rea- 
son to believe that this state will 
change," said Helms, one of the Sen- 
ate's most outspoken conservatives and 
a backer of Ronald Reagan for the 1976 
GOP presidential nomination. 


A spokesman for Stone said after the 


vote that the senator cast his vote in a 
similar protest against the way in which 
Rumsfeld came to be nominated. 


7976 economic 
summit forecast 


WASHINGTON (AP) - American of- 


ficials predict there will be a 1976 inter- 
national economic summit of the sort 
that produced a tentative accord be- 
tween the United States and France on 
currency exchange rates. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


told reporters Monday night that he ex- 
pects another six-nation economic con 
ference next year like the one that 
brought President Ford together with 
the leaders of France, Great Britain, 
West Germany, Italy and Japan at a 
16th century chateau near Paris last 
weekend. 


"If the conditions get critical, they 


will meet earlier," Kissinger said 
aboard Ford's plane returning here 
from Paris. 


The crowning achievement 
of the 


three-day summit at Rambouillet was a 
still-secret agreement aimed at pro- 
moting more stable currency exchange 
rates. The pact was signed Monday by 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 
and French Finance Minister Jean- 
Pierre Fourcade. 


Simon told reporters aboard Air 


Force One that specifics could not be 
disclosed but the agreement envisions 
daily monitoring of currency exchange 
rates by representatives of 20 nations. 
The 2O-nat»on committee could recom 
mend stabilizing intervention in world 
money markets by central bankers 
when rate fluctuations became erratic 
without "underlying economic reason " 


Exchange rates noi only affect world 


trade and investment but have an im- 
pact on everyone They determine the 
price individuals pay for imported 
goods and the amount they receive for 
items they export 


The treasury secretary said the docu- 


ment he signed with Fourcade was 
being kept secret only so other countries 
involved could have a look at it first and 
debate it without feeling the United 
States and France were trying to dictate 
to them. 


He said he hoped the agreement would 


be approved at an international meeting 
in January, and that Congress would 
readily approve necessary changes in 
the articles governing the operation of 
the International Monetary Fund. 


Asked if Chairman Arthur F. Burns of 


the Federal Reserve Board would go 
along with the accord, which Simon said 
had been under intensive negotiation for 
about two months, the treasury chief re- 
plied, "Oh. of course .... Yes. indeed." 


Simon said that, under the agree- 


ment, there would be no firm limits 
within which currency rates might fluc- 
tuate. But he said sudden shifts in the 
value of any currency would be studied 
to determine if the changes were 
"irrational." 


If members of the 20-nation com- 


mittee determined that a particular cur- 
rency was losing value without reason, 
he said, the country involved then would 
have to decide for itself whether to prop 
up its value 


The agreement represented a com- 


promise between France's tong-stand- 
ing insistence on fixed exchange rates 
and the U S preference for permitting 
currenoes to "float" or fluctuate in 
value in accord wiih supply and demand 
forces in world money markets. 


"I think that the agreements we have 


reached are a fair and balanced com- 
promise." Simon said. "Neither side 
won. nor neither side tost

A substantial reduction in the tax levy

Hospital rate hikes, new federal laws explained

CLINTONVILLE - C. Vincent Cas- 


siani, Community Hospital adminis- 
trator, told the hospital association at 
its annual meeting Monday night the 
reasons for the recent rate increase in 
rooms, and the growing trend in regu- 
lation of the health care industry. 


Cassiani had said in his report last 


year that if the census at the hospital 
could be maintained at a 70 per cent oc- 
cupancy, a rate increase would not be 
necessary. 


But Cassiani said Monday that the 


census for fiscal 1974-'75 was 56.1 per 
cent as opposed to the previous year of 
71.2 per cent. 


The decrease in occupancy, coupled 


with increased operating costs, earlier 
this year led to rate increases of S3 a day 
to(to $40) for a semiprivate room and 54 
a day (to $45) for a private room. 


Cassiani also said that if the hospital 


does not achieve its projected budgeted 
census of 62 per cent, it is possible the 
institution would experience a tighter fi- 
nancial situation. 


"Should the community be fortunate 


in obtaining physicians and the census 
increases, our financial position will be 
greatly improved," Cassiani said. 
"That is not to say that the hospital 
would be in a position of having a tre- 


mendous amount of excess revenue over 
expenses available for investment or 
other purposes. Under the Wisconsin 
Rate Review Program and any excess 
revenues must be used to offset oper- 
ating expenses for the new fiscal year " 


He said the health care consumer is 


highly cognizant of the costs associated 
with good health care, and wants ac- 
countability, not only from government 
but also from the private sector for his 
health care dollars. He said all are con- 
cerned with cost containment in health 
care with every endeavor being made to 
insure that the hospital here retains and 
improves quality care standards while 
keeping abreast of the required tech- 
nological advances.

been asked for input or suggestions. 


"It would be good if they came in to 


help us and work with us rather than try 
to catch us unprepared," he said.

CIA 
s to keep name secret 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In an abrupt 


change in position, the Senate in- 
telligence committee agreed today to 
delete from its final report the name of a 
former CIA official identified as a cen- 
tral figure in plots to kill foreign 
leaders. 


The shift in the committee's position 


was announced in a one-paragraph 
statement issued at the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia. 


Meanwhile, the committee began two 


days of public hearings into what its in- 
vestigators call 50 years of "massive 
surveillance of law-abiding American 
citizens" by the FBI. 


Attorneys for the former CIA official 


argued Monday in U.S. District Court 


that publication of his name would place 
his life in danger. Judge Gerhard Gesell 
agreed, but rejected their request for a 
temporary restraining order saying that 
"the public interest greatly outweighs 
any private interest of the individual." 


The attorneys for the former CIA offi- 


cial immediately appealed Gesell's 
decision. 


The appeals court had scheduled a 


hearing for 10 a.m. but abruptly can- 
celed it. 


Attorneys for both the anonymous for- 


mer official and the committee met in 
the office of Court Clerk Hugh E. Kline 
and then issued the f o l l o w i n g 
statement: 


"Counsel for appellant has been ad- 


vised that the Senate select committee 
has voluntarily and unilaterally reconsi- 
dered its action concerning Anonymous. 
Based upon such representation of the 
committee's chief counsel, the appli- 
cation on behalf of Anonymous Is now 
moot. The appeal is t h e r e f o r e 
dismissed." 


The statement was headed: "Anony- 


mous, appellant v. Thomas McCormick, 
public printer, Government Printing 
Office, et al." 


Government printers were awaiting 


resolution of the matter so they could 
begin work on the 400-page report, 
scheduled for release Thursday follow- 
ing a secret Senate session. 


The former official's name was not di- 


vulged, but his case was argued by the 
Washington attorneys who represented 
former CIA scientist Dr. Sld>»ey Gottlieb 
in previous dealings with the Senate 
panel.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
After only 


brief debate, the Senate today con- 
firmed President Ford's nomination of 
Donald H. Rumsfeld as secretary of 
defense. 


The vote was 95 to 2. 
Sens. Jesse Helms, R-N.C.. and Rich- 


ard Stone, D-Fla., voted against the 
nomination. Both said they voted in pro- 
test of the "scenario" which brought 
Rumsfeld the nomination. 


Rumsfeld, 43, who has been White 


House chief of staff, succeeds James R. 
Schlesinger, fired by Ford 16 days ago. 


Rumsfeld was the only witness at 


hearings last week by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, which then gave 
the nomination its unanimous approval. 


Before becoming Ford's staff chief, 


the former Illinois congressman served 
the Richard M. Nixon and Ford admin- 
istrations as U.S. ambassador to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization, di- 
rector of the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity, White House counselor and 
head of the now-defunct Cost of Living 
Council. 


In two days of hearings on his nomi- 


nation, Rumsfeld said that President 
Ford plans a close working relationship 
with his secretaries of state and defense 
"so any differences will be brought be- 
fore him in a timely way." 


He assured Congress he is "totally 


dedicated to a strong defense posture 
for the United States." 


Rumsfeld refused to rule himself out 


as a possible Republican candidate for 
vice president next year but said, "I 
would not be seeking anything else' 
beyond the Pentagon post. 


The only senator to speak against the 


nomination in the 30 minutes of debate 
that preceded the vote. Helms said the 
substitution of Rumsfeld for Schlesi- 
nger "was as unnecessary as it was 
harmful to our national defense 
posture." 


Helms called Schlesinger "one of 


those rare men in public service, a man 
who combines genuine expertise in the 
area of policy formulation with the abil- 
ity to translate those policies into effec- 
tive action." 


He said, without mentioning the sec- 


retary of state's name, that Ford should 
have fired Henry A. Kissinger instead of 
Schlesinger. 


"The secretary of state has been a lia- 


bility to this nation and there is no rea- 
son to believe that this state will 
change," said Helms, one of the Sen- 
ate's most outspoken conservatives and 
a backer of Ronald Reagan for the 1976 
GOP presidential nomination. 


A spokesman for Stone said after the 


vote that the senator cast his vote in a 
similar protest against the way in which 
Rumsfeld came to be nominated. 


1976 economic 
summit forecast 


WASHINGTON (AP) - American of- 


ficials predict there will be a 1976 inter- 
national economic summit of the sort 
that produced a tentative accord be- 
tween the United States and France on 
currency exchange rates. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


told reporters Monday night that he ex- 
pects another six-nation economic con- 
ference next year like the one that 
brought President Ford together with 
the leaders of France, Great Britain, 
West Germany, Italy and Japan at a 
16th century chateau near Paris last 
weekend. 


"If the conditions get critical, they 


will meet earlier," Kissinger said 
aboard Ford's plane returning here 
from Paris. 


The crowning achievement 
of the 


three-day summit at Rambouillet was a 
still-secret agreement aimed at pro- 
moting more stable currency exchange 
rates. The pact was signed Monday by 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 
and French Finance Minister Jean- 
Pierre Fourcade. 


Simon told reporters aboard Air 


Force One that specifics could not be 
disclosed but the agreement envisions 
daily monitoring of currency exchange 
rates by representatives of 20 nations. 
The 20-natJon committee could recom- 
mend stabilizing intervention in world 
money markets by central bankers 
when rate fluctuations became erratic 
without "underlying economic reason " 


Exchange rates not only affect world 


trade and investment but have an im- 
pact on everyone. They determine the 
price individuals pay for imported 
goods and the amount they receive for 
items they export. 


The treasury secretary said the docu- 


ment he signed with Fourcade was 
being kept secret only so other countries 
involved could have a look at it first and 
debate it without feeling the United 
States and France were trying to dictate 
to them. 


He said he hoped the agreement would 


be approved at an international meeting 
in January, and that Congress would 
readily approve necessary changes in 
the articles governing the operation of 
the International Monetary Fund. 


Asked if Chairman Arthur F. Burns of 


the Federal Reserve Board would go 
along with the accord, which Simon said 
had been under intensive negotiation for 
about two months, the treasury chief re- 
plied, "Oh, of course.... Yes, indeed." 


Simon said that, under the agree- 


ment, there would be no firm limits 
within which currency rates might fluc- 
tuate. But he said sudden shifts in the 
value of any currency would be studied 
to determine if the changes were 
"irrational." 


If members of the 20-nation com- 


mittee determined that a particular cur- 
rency was losing value without reason, 
he said, the country involved then would 
have to decide for itself whether to prop 
up its value. 


The agreement represented a com- 


promise between France's long-stand- 
ing insistence on fixed exchange rates 
and the U.S. preference for permitting 
currencies to "float" or fluctuate in 
value in accord with supply and demand 
forces in world money markets. 


"I think that the agreements we have 


reached are a fair and balanced com 
promise." Simon said. "Neither side 
won. nor neither side lost.

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Eurocommunists make own policy

ROME (AP) - With its French and Spanish partners, 


Italy's big Communist party is taking the lead in shaping 
Eurocommunism — a version of Marxism and Leninism 
that they hope will be acceptable to Western Europeans. 


A joint policy declaration with the French party un- 


veiled Monday made a definite pitch to voters in both 
countries, which are democratic and predominantly Ro- 
man Catholic and In which leftist strength is already 
sizable. 


The declaration pledged allegience to the Western par- 


liamentary system, promised to respect civil and reli- 
gious liberties in what sounded like the U.S. Bill of Rights 
and declared every nation has the right to choose its own 
political and social system without outside interference. 


It also included an attack on "the pretension of Ameri- 


can imperialism to insert itself in the life of people." But 
the stand against "all foreign interference" could just as 
well be a declaration of independence from Moscow. 


The policy statement was worked out in two days of 


talks in Rome and a meeting in Paris last month between 
party delegations led by Italian Communist chief Enrico 
Berlinguer and his French counterpart Georges 
Marchais. 


In July, Berlinguer and exiled Spanish Communist 


chief Santiago Carrillo held talks in the Italian port city of 
Leghorn and issued a joint declaration pledging to "elim- 
inate fascism from Western Europe, particularly the 


Mediterranean." 


But there are differences in the Spanish-Italian and 


French-Italian declarations. The Communists concede 
that policies must be shaped to fit the particular cultures 
and needs of individual European countries. 


The Spanish-Italian declaration, reflecting the tradi- 


tionally close views of the two parties, spoke of "a Social- 
ist solution based on the coexistence of various forms of 
initiative and public and private administration." 


In contrast, the French-Italian declaration was more 


classically Marxist. It put the accent on "public control of 
the principal means of production and exchange," — 
leaving to the private sector only "a specific and positive 
function in the construction of socialism." 


On European issues, a line expressing "concern over 


the difficulties felt by the young democracy in Portugal" 
was seen as a compromise. The Italian Communists are 
skeptical of Portuguese Communist leader Alvaro Cun- 
haJ's methods while the French have at times openly 
sided with Cunhal. 


The French, Spanish and Italian parties have often 


stressed their independence from the Kremlin although 
Berlinguer has shown himself more of a maverick. The 
Italian party split twice with the Moscow line this month, 
condemning the U.N. declaration equating Zionism with 
racism and questioning the Soviet Union's refusal to per- 
mit dissident physicist Andrei Sakharov from leaving the 
country to receive his Nobel Peace Prize in Oslo.

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Cleaver returning to face trial 


PARIS (AP) - Finished with lire on 


the run, Eldridge Cleaver boarded a 
plane for the United States today after 
expressing confidence that a change in 
the mood of America will assure him a 
fair trial. 


TWA announced that Cleaver's flight 


had left, then said it was delayed for as 
much as two hours when an Air France 
jetliner slewed across a runway and 
blocked takeoffs from Charles de Gaulle 
airport. 


The former Black Panther leader, 


wearing a navy blue French fish- 
erman's cap, kissed his wife goodby and 
boarded the jetliner accompanied by 
three FBI agents. 


Cleaver was unnoticed in the crowd of 


American tourists. 


He was flying to New York after seven 


years of exile, with charges of parole 


violation and a grand jury indictment 
awaiting him. As a fugitive, Cleaver is 
subject to arrest on arrival in the United 
States. He faces California charges of 
assault with intent to murder. 


"I feel completely relaxed," he said. 


"It's 
all happening very naturally. 


Somebody must know I'm coming in the 
States — I got a telegram this morning 
from a guy who said, 'Stay away from 
my house.' " 


Cleaver was smiling, but his wife, 


Kathleen, was more serious. She said: 
"Eldridge wanted to go back without go- 
ing to prison. He sees that's not going to 
happen. He made up his mind that he'll 
go to prison. He feels that the situation 
in which he is returning is one in which 
he'll be clearly understood." 


Cleaver, who is 39, said he sent his

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Amnesty International details Soviet 
mistreatment of political prisoners

LONDON (AP) - 
Amnesty Inter- 


national says the Soviet Union so mis- 
treats its 10,000 political prisoners that 
many are driven to suicide or self- 
mutilation. 


Most of the prisoners are in constant 


hunger, their work is dangerous or un- 
healthy, and those in special psychiatric 
hospitals are subject to random beat- 
ings and abusive drug dosages, the re- 
port said. 


"There are many recorded cases of 


convicts taking their own lives," it said. 


The 150-page report, "Prisoners of 


Conscience in the USSR: Their Treat- 
ment and Conditions," contains photo- 
graphs, maps of prison complexes and 
profiles of several better-known "pris- 
oners of conscience." It was released 
Monday. 


It is based on official Soviet informa- 


tion, accounts from prisoners, their 
families and friends, and underground 
Soviet writings. 


Amnesty International, an independ- 


ent organization based in London, cam- 
paigns for the release of nonviolent 
political prisoners around the world. 


The document said there are about 1 


million prisoners in the Soviet Union, 
and that 10,000 of them are "prisoners of 


conscience" — persons imprisoned for 
their political or religious beliefs. The 
population of the Soviet Union is nearly 
251 million. 


In one case cited by the report, a pri- 


soner named Opanasenko hanged him- 
self at Perm Colony VS 398-36 in 1974. 
leaving a suicide note that read: "No 
more strength to hold out. Curse you, 
monsters." 


The report said Opanasenko's case 


was typical in that he had served most of 
his sentence — in this case 22 of 25 
years. 


Eduard Kuznetsov, a Leningrad Jew 


serving a sentence for his part in an at- 
tempt to hijack a Soviet plane in 1970, 
was quoted as having seen several of his 
fellow convicts "invite death by feign- 
ing escape attempts in full view of 
armed guards." 


Incidents of self-mutilation were also 


cited by Kuznetsov. 


"I have seen convicts sew up their 


mouths and eyes with thread or wire, 
sew buttons to their bodies, or nail their 
testicles to a bed, swallow a nail bent 
like a hook and then attach this hook by 
way of a thread so that the door cannot 
be opened without pulling the 'fish' in- 
side out. 


"I have seen convicts cut open the 


skin on their arms and legs and peel it 


off as if it were a stocking or cut out 
lumps of flesh from their stomachs oj 
their legs, roast them and eat them, 01 
let blood drip from a slit vein into a tu* 
reen, crumble bread crumbs into it, and 
then gulp it down like a bowl of soup, or 
cover themselves with paper and set fire 
to themselves, or cut off their nose, or 
ears, or penis ..." 


Amnesty was most critical of the spe- 


cial psychiatric hospitals, which it said 
were more like prisons. 


The report referred to a 1970 Asso- 


ciated Press interview with one inmate, 
Vladimir Bukovsky, about conditions in 
the Leningrad special psychiatric hospi- 
tal in 1964: 


"They beat the Ukrainian every day, 


just tied him up and kicked him in the 
stomach. Sometimes they would put in- 
mates in padded isolation cells and beat 
them almost continuously. I know of 
several men who died after this ..."_'; 


The report said: "Once interned in a 


, special psychiatric hospital, a person 
can be kept there indefinitely ('pending 
recovery') and virtually disappear from 
society." 


Lev Smirnov, chairman of the Soviet 


Supreme Court, described a draft copy^ 
of the report as "a vulgar falsification 
and defamation on Soviet reality." 


Dismissal sought by Fromme lawyer 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - Ly- 


nette Fromme's attorney has asked that 
charges against her be dropped because 
prosecutors withheld evidence he says 
could prove she did not try to kill Presi- 
dent Ford. 


Attorney John Virga accused the U.S. 


attorney's office Monday of "willful 
suppression of evidence" and said U.S. 
District Court Judge Thomas MacBride 
must at least declare a mistrial if he re- 
fuses to drop charges. The issue is a 
statement one witness made to police 
that Miss Fromme declared, "it wasn't 
loaded anyway." 


"They were actually in contempt of 


court," Virga said of U.S. Atty. Dwayne 
Keyes and his assistant, Donald Heller. 
"They were ordered to give this infor- 
mation to me and they didn't." 


MacBride recessed the trial until 


Wednesday to give Virga time to inter- 
view witnesses. He said he would rule on 
the dismissal motion then. 


Virga said he should have been given 


a copy of statements by James Damir at 
the start of the trial instead of last 
Friday when the prosecution rested its 
case. 


Damir, a Sacramento college student, 


was in Capitol Park on Sept. 5, the day 
the 27-year-old follower of convicted 
mass murderer Charles Manson alleg- 


edly tried to shoot Ford as he walked 
from his hotel to the state Capitol. 


Secret Service agents say they took a 


.45-caliber pistol away from Miss 
Fromme after she pointed it at Ford. A 
police officer says Damir later told him 
that he heard Miss Fromme say, "It 
wasn't loaded anyway," as she was 
being subdued. 


Virga said Damir's statement 


constitutes exculpatory evidence — 
meaning it tends to prove innocence — 
and under a MacBride ruling should 
have been given to him before the prose- 
cution began its case. 


"Certainly if I had had this material 


before, it would have affected the way I 
cross-examined witnesses," he told the 
judge. 


Damir testified before the grand jury 


that indicted Miss Fromme, but was not 
called as a prosecution witness during 
the trial. 


Heller denied that he had wilfully 


withheld critical evidence, noting that 
Damir had told him he wasn't sure if 
Miss Fromme had made the statement. 


He said Damir had told the FBI that 


Miss Fromme had said: "It didn't go 
off. What are you worried about?"

Publisher gets Agnew novel 


NEW YORK (AP) - Former Vice 


President Spiro T. Agnew has delivered 
to his agent "The Canfield Decision," 
his 165,000-word political suspense 
novel about a vice president of the 
United States who wants to become 
president. 


Agnew's agent, Scott Meredith, said 


Monday that Playboy Press will publish 
the book in the United States in May. 
Publishing houses in more than a dozen 
foreign countries also have agreed to 
publish the work, he said. 


Meredith said that when Agnew 


dropped the manuscript off Monday, he 
did so with a sense of "tremendous re- 
lief and said, 'Thank God.' He said a lot 
of people did not think he could do it, but 
he was glad to show them he could." 


The work of fiction is 576 manuscript 


pages long - about 500 pages in book 
form. "It is unlike the Agnew-type vice 
president," Meredith said. "It is about 
a liberal vice president who does not get 
along with the president and is looking 


for a means to get the next party nomi- 
nation on his own while being manipu- 
lated by foreign forces." 


He also has an affair in the book with a 


female cabinet member, according to 
Meredith. 


Meredith described the novel as "very 


authentic with its descriptions of the 
boredom of cabinet meetings and scenes 
on board airplanes traveling between 
cities." 


Meredith said Agnew was now on a 


trip to Europe and the Far East and 
would do some promotional work for the 
novel when he returns. After that, he 
said, the former vice president plans to 
start a second novel of the political 
world and then probably write his 
memoirs. 


He declined to disclose how much the 


former vice president was paid for the 
work.

cause of threats by their national party 
to reject 1976 national nominating con- 
y,ention delegates chosen in an open 
primary. 
,, Lucey told a news conference that 
three paper ballots could be substituted 
for the existing voting machine system. 
One ballot would go to declared Demo- 
crats, another to declared Republicans 
and a third to independents who de- 
clined to state a party preference. 
"A Lucey aide said votes of the de- 
clared Democrats or Republicans would 
count toward the awarding of conven- 
tjpn delegates. 


To meet national partyrequirements, 


Wisconsin Democrats would use only 
votes cast by the declared Democrats in 
apportioning delegates to candidates. 


The state GOP, not bound by national 


party dictates, could count only votes 
cast by declared Republicans for the 
party's presidential candidates, or 
could use the total popular vote cast for 
GpP candidates, in awardng convention 
delegates.

Unworthy charities slip by 


Americans are not tightwads when it comes to making fi- 


nancial contributions to what sounds to them like a worthy 
cause. But, of course, there always are the fly-by-nighters 
who have no cause other than to fill their own pockets. 


It was for that reason that the legislature approved a law 


several years ago requiring charitable organizations seeking 
donations from the public to register with the state Depart- 
ment of Regulation and Licensing. In addition, the law re- 
quires that the organizations file annual reports showing, 
among other things, how much money they received and how 
the dollars were used. For example, one column lists the 
percentage used for operating expenses, another for re- 
search and so on. 


The reports are given wide circulation: In some cases, they 


contained shocking evidence that most of the money contrib- 
uted to some groups was not being allocated to look for the 
cure of the diseased, to help the disabled, to provide coun- 
seling services for those with mental or other problems and 
the hundred and one other reasons presented to the public. 


So a suspecting public ought to save this information and 


avoid excessively high administrative costs. 


But a big problem remains with the system. Many organi- 


zations seeking donations fail to register with the state, and 
some others fail to send in their annual reports as the law 
requires. The Department of Regulation and Licensing re- 
ported the other day that 111 charitable groups had violated 
the law by failing to file financial reports by July 30. That is 
more than 10 per cent of the 915 organizations required to 
register. 


Unfortunately, there are no penalties for nonreporting, es- 


cept for bad publicity in newspapers. The legislature should 
seriously consider a Department of Regulation and Licens- 
ing request to put teeth into the law, including penalties for 
failure to report. 


Unworthy groups will continue to scoff at the law until pe- 


nalties for violation are written into it. 


Scarce bird species revive 


Just a few years ago ornithologists were predicting that 


several species of birds would follow the passenger pigeon 
into oblivion. The brown pelican, Hawaiian goose and 
peregrine falcon were especially in danger. 


But this year the Hawaiian goose population, only a few 


dozen once, has risen to almost a thousand. The brown peli- 
can seems to be holding its own among the mangroves in the 
South; the peregrine falcon now breeds in captivity and it 
will be reintroduced to areas east of the Rockies where it 
hasn't been seen for many years. 


Other birds, once in dwindling supply, seem to be coming 


back. The osprey, the wood thrush, the snowy egret, the 
black-crowned night heron and the great black-backed gull 
all are estimated as having boosted their numbers by some 
20 per cent. Other birds such as mourning doves, herring 
gulls, mockingbirds, cardinals and red-eyed vireos seem to 
be expanding their territories as well as numbers. And of 
course some species, such as the grackle and blackbird, 
have become so numerous that new ways of exterminating 
them or at least encouraging their moving on are being 
sought. 


Ornithologists believe the main reason for the revivals is 


the nearly total ban on DDT applied two years ago in the 
United States. The pesticide has never been used very exten- 
sively in other countries. Studies of songbirds show that the 
level of DDT has dropped almost 90 per cent in the last five 
years as DDT use was cut down, according to Dr. David 
Johnston of the University of Florida. 


There are probably some other reasons for the upsurge. 


Concern over the predicted demise has meant new efforts, 
such as the breeding of the falcons, to keep species alive. 
Osprey eggs, for instance, are double clutched—that is eggs 
from one nest are transferred to nests in other states to re- 
introduce the magnificent fish catching hawk to old haunts. 
More people winter-feed birds so weaker ones are not lost. 
Hunting laws are being enforced, some suburban and 
"green belt" developments have helped provide nesting and 
feeding sites, and there have been several consecutive mild 
winters. 


Experts warn that there are still some birds in very low 


supply. The California condor and the whooping crane have 
only about 50 members left. The wiping out of some pred- 
ators often means the growth of other species which in turn 
consume food and space which others might use. 


Obviously bird and animal patterns must change in a 


country so thoroughly taken over by human beings. But a 
great deal of wildlife is necessary to human existence too. In 
the long run it is healthier all a: ound to let birds, rather than 
DDT, 
take care of the insects

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WASHINGTON — Don't expect any major new 


domestic or foreign policy developments out of 
here in the next 12 months. Until the future lead- 
ership of the United States, the Soviet Union and 
China is much clearer than it is now, the big 
three will be in a holding pattern. 


The visit of Leonid Brezhnev to the United 


States has been put off until next year, and in his 
poor state of health, he may not be in power long 
after the Communist Party Congress early in 
'76. 


President Ford's China trip next month is not 


expected to produce anything substantive. Mao 
Tse-tung is still said to be mentally alert, but he 
is no longer able to speak and writes his answers 
to visitors' questions on paper. Chou En-lai has 
vanished from the political scene into a hospital 
in Peking. So Washington, Moscow and Peking 
are all hesitating to make any long-term com- 
mitments until they know who will be in charge 
at the end of next year. 


The outlook in the Middle East is for stale- 


mate. With the U.S. elections coming on, Ford is 
not likely to press the Israelis to make more con- 
cessions to the Arabs in the next 12 months, and 
by its vicious charge that Zionism is a form of 
racism, the United Nations General Assembly 
has actually made it easier for Israel to ignore 
the U.N. resolutions calling for Israel to with- 
draw from more Arab territory. 


Meanwhile, the politics of succession domi- 


nate almost everything. New York may not 
default on its debts, but Washington is already 
in a state of political bankruptcy. The Presi- 
dent's trip to Paris and later to Peking are seen 
here primarily as good television and political 
opportunities. The U.S. resolution at the U.N., 
calling on all nations to proclaim "unconditional 
amnesty by releasing all political prisoners," il- 
lustrates the political and propagandistic mood 
of this city at the moment. 


It was an attempt to embarrass the govern- 


ments that had voted the anti-Semitic resolution 
against Israel in the U.N., and it called on them 
and all other nations to have compassion for 
"persons deprived of their liberty primarily be- 
cause they have. . .sought peaceful expression of 


beliefs and opinions at variance with those held 
by their governments. . . ." 


Of course, the resolution didn't have a chance 


of liberating one single miserable soul out of jail 
in the Soviet Union, Cairo, China, Prague, Rio 
de Janiero or anywhere else, and the adminis 
tration knew it, but it was a noble principle and 
applied precisely to the tens of thousands of U.S. 
citizens who opposed the Vietnam war. 


They are in exile all over the world because 


they sought peaceful expressions of opinions at 
variance with those held by their government, 
and also because they were denied by President 
Ford the "unconditional amnesty" he has asked 
the rest of the world to grant to all persons "de- 
prived of liberty." 


This is not a bad illustration of what's going 


on here in Washington. If noble principles pro- 
mote political interests, proclaim them; if 
harmful to political objectives, forget them. 
Freedom for all political dissenters /'uncon- 
ditional amnesty" for Sakharov and Solzheni- 
tysn of the Soviet Union, and all those jailed 
political prisoners elsewhere in the world. But if 
the noble principle of "unconditional amnesty" 
for the Vietnam dissenters gives George Wal- 
lace and Ronald Reagan an argument against 
Ford in the presidential campaign, skip it! 


This is the sort of "selective morality" that 


Pat Moynihan, our ambassador at the United 
Nations, complained about in the name of the 
United States. It is also, to his knowledge and 
persona! regret, the same "selective morality" 
that is being practiced at home — and under the 
pressure of presidential campaign. 


And the Democrats, of course, are playing the 


same game. Not Mike Mansfield, the majoirty 
leader in the Senate,who isbeyond ambition and 
will defend the President even against his party 
when he thinks the President is right. Not the 
Speaker of the House, Carl Albert, who has his 
own personal problems and will either resign or 
be deposed in the next congress. 


This, however, is the main reason why there is 


now a pause in making major policy decisions at 
home or abroad in the next 12 months. It is not 


only that Ford, Brezhnev, Mao Tse-tung and 
Chou En-lai will be off the stage a year from 
now, 
but also that the whole leadership of the 


U.S. Congress, in both House and Senate, may 
also be quite different after the primaries, the 
bicentennial and the presidential election next 
November. 


The presiding figures on Capitol Hill then may 


very well not be Mike Mansfield of Montana in 
the Senate but Sen. Robert Byrd of West Vir- 
ginia, and not Carl Albert of Oklahoma, but Tip 
O'Neill of Massachusetts, or somebody else. 
This is not merely speculation. Changes in the 
leadership of the U.S. Congress are already un- 
der way, and this is one more reason why every- 
body is waiting to see what happens, not only in 
the leadership of Moscow and Peking but in 
Washington at the White House and in the 
Congress. 


Fortunately, there is no major crisis now at 


home or in the world that demands immediate 
or urgent action. The internal problems of the 
United States, the Soviet Union, China, Japan 
and the European industrial powers are so 
serious that nobody has time or energy for for- 
eign adventures. All of them are preoccupied 
with passing power from one set of leaders to 
another. In short, it is half-time in world poli- 
tics, with the score about even. Later on, they 
will come back to the major questions of creat- 
ing a better world order, but for the present, 
nothing much will be done. 


After the Thanksgiving holidays, and Christ- 


mas in America, after the Communist Party 
Congress in Moscow early next year, after the 
inevitable succession of new leaders in Peking, 
the cards in the world political deck will be quite 
different. 


Then the parties at home and the nations 


abroad may come back to the basic problems of 
population control, arms control and the hunger 
and misery of the majority of the human family. 
But not before then. For next year, all the major 
powers will be waiting on the accidents of life 
and politics. They will deal with the larger ques- 
tions later on, at the earliest, at the beginning of 
1977.

U.S. has frontier 
fixation on guns 


Freud explained what he called a 


"neurosis" in a person as being, gener- 
ally speaking, the entrapment of pre- 
sent reality by past fantasy. That is, the 
neurotic personality is "fixated" in its 
early period, and the adult reacts as he 
did in his childhood. 


I have sometimes wondered whether 


peoples, and nations, can have a "collec- 
tive neurosis" corresponding to that of 
an individual: and certainly each coun- 
try seems to have its own peculiar devia- 
tion from a norm of rationality that may 
have been caused by its early history. 


It is quite possible, in my view, that 


the American predilection for guns, so 
unusual and anomalous in the moden 
world, is part of our "fixation" on our 
frontier heritage, part of our recurring 
fantasy that we are still beset by beasts 
and savages and outlaws 


In Japan, for instance, which is com- 


parable to us in industrailizaiion ana 
density of population, there are only 
about one-tenth as many murders a year 
per capita as there are in the U.S. And 
less than 4 per cent of these murders are 
committed by firearms Nobody but the 
police, with a few exceptions, has or 
wanis a gun there. The Japanese are 
certainly not a less homicidal people 
than we are. i! is simply that you can't 
kill as easily or safely without a gun. 


We are not oniy 10 times as murderous 


as the Japanese (and possibly 100 times 


more so than the British), but the great 
majority of our homicides are com- 
mitted with firearms. And most of them 
are committed, not by criminals, but by 
ordinary citizens with no former crimi- 
nal records. 


I think o,ur infatuation with the gun is 


not to be explained or understood on ra- 
tional grounds — obviously, the "right 
to bear arms" clause in the Constitution 
was meant for militias, not for individ- 
ual citizens — but only as part of our in- 
fantile fixation on our early days as a 
pioneer people facing a hostile and un- 
known environment 


In those days, a gun made sense; in 


deed, it was a requisite for survival in 
many cases. But those days have passed 
for every advanced country in the world, 
including us — yet we alone continue to 
respond to the turbulence of our time as 
if we were still settlers surrounded by 
angry tnbes and lawless desperados. 


We cannot — or will not — see that it is 


our stubborn retention of firearms that 
creates an atmosphere of lawlessness; 
criminals lake their cue from society at 
large. In England, where no citizen has 
a gun, and even police have to make a 
special request to carry one. the crimi- 
nal classes eo largely disarmed, also. 
Every nation gets the sort of criminal it 
asks for. and deserves. .As Song as we 
continue to live in the past, solution of 
present problems will elude us. 
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MADISON - Rarely have leading pol- 


iticians in Wisconsin become entangled 
in a compromising issue as now con- 
fronts the rulers of the proud Demo- 
cratic party that has celebrated a nearly 
unbroken series of triumphs during the 
last decade. 


Few political policy precedents in

The "open primary" in the Wisconsin 


vocabulary has meant more than in 
most of the other slates that long ago 
scuttled party caucus and delegate con- 
vention of candidates for public place. It 
has meant not only direct, popular nom- 
inations. It has always meant here also 
the idea of absolutely free choice by the 
qualified individual voters, meaning 
that they could choose between the par- 
ties at will and without the slightest re- 
striction in law or rule about their 
previous affiliations, preferences, or 
ideological convictions. 


That has meant that there are no "Re- 


publicans," or "Democrats." or what- 
ever, in Wisconsin as far as the 
individual's electoral record shows. In 
more typical states a voter is registered 
as a Democrat, or a Republican, or an 
Independent, or as in New York, a Con- 
servative, among other local variations. 


Now Wisconsin is told that it stands 


alone in the country, under its present 
rules, in permitting non-Democrats to 
vote in a Democratic presidential pri- 
mary. The alternative is the party 
caucus, where delegates can be 
screened and interlopers or suspicious 
characters can be denied. 


According to all present appearances, 


the caucus method will .be used. Gov. 
Patrick Lucey has made only token ges- 
tures for a change in the law. Speaker 
Norman Anderson of the Assembly has 
repeatedly said in Democratic party 
communications that he believes in 
"closing" the primary is preferable to 
the caucus system. But as he is per- 
fectly aware, the required legislation 
would not get a handful of votes in the 
legislature. 


It is said that Wisconsin is the "only" 


state with such broad freedom of choice 
for the voter. The speaker has repeated 
the claim with such emphasis as to sug- 
gest that Wisconsin is somehow out of 
step with a liberal idea. 


But there will be thousands of Wiscon- 


sin voters, including those in that in- 
creasingly influential center of the body 
politic that eschews partisan labels, who 
remember that Wisconsin stood vir- 
tually alone when it adopted the popular 
nomination of candidates concept more 


- than 70 years earlier. They may wonder 


about the irony that a liberal party of 
19/5 has leaders who want to repudiate 
the spirit of the celebrated reforms of 
the turn of the century.

view and requested changes Some of 
the suggested changes were made, 
Greene said, while others were not 


Nixon's chief remarks were not 


placed in quotation marks but seemed 
to be verbatim Greene said this was be- 
cause Fine, who did not use a recording 
machine, was not sure of every word but 
was confident Nixon was quoted accu- 
rately and in context 


Fine wrote that Nixon responded as 


follows when asked about the mood of

Childbirth in own home 
found to have merit 


CHICAGO (AP) - Mothers whose 


babies are delivered at home by mid- 
wives have fewer complications and 
healthier babies than those who go to the 
hospital, a California study shows 


The study, reported today in a paper 


prepared for the annual meeting of the 
American Public Health Association, 
was done by a health research team 
from Stanford University and the Uni- 
versity of California at Santa Cruz The 
team studied 287 home births per 
formed by midwives from the Santa 
Cruz Birth Center from 1971 to 1973 


Of these, 231 "had completely unre 


markable births at home," the re 
searchers reported 
For 
t h o s e 


complications that did occur, the re- 
searchers said, the rate was lower than 
that for the population as a whole 


It concluded that mothers who were 


not anesthetized and not drugged had 
lower risks than the general population 
and that natural childbirth at home with 
the assistance of midwives did not in 
crease risks 


There also were fewer 
premature 


babies born to these mothers and the in- 
cidence of pregnancy toxemia — poison- 
ing — was lower 


The researchers attributed "the ex 


cellent results of this population" to the 
lack of pain killers and anesthesia in the 
women, to their preparedness for child- 
birth, to the avoidance of the lying flat 
position during labor and to the lack of 
stresses usually present in hospitals 


The team consisted of Dr Lewis E 


Mehl and Gail Peterson, now of the Uni 
versity of Wisconsin, Madison, and Drs 
Nancy Shaw and Don C Creevy 


The researchers noted that there ap 


pears to have been a great increase in 
home births over the past decade Sim- 
ilar studies of home births have shown 
similar excellent results in Chicago, Ap 
palachia and the Netherlands, they said 


If there were to be a significant com- 


plication rate, the researchers said, it 
would be expected to be revealed in the 
Santa Cruz group 


The eight midwives lacked direct 


medical supervision, there was no good 
system to facilitate transport to a hospi 
tal and most of the midwives lacked in- 
stitutional training 


The researchers said the supine posi 


tion of delivery, commonly used in hos- 
pitals, may be harmful to the baby 
because it compresses the great blood 
vessels and may deprive the fetus of 
oxygen 


Under midwifee delivery, a mother is 


either partially sitting up or m a squat 
ting position 


Fear and anxiety engendered by the 


hospital environment also affects blood 
flow and ease of delivery, they noted 


There was one stillborn baby in the 


group studied, but no deaths of infants 
born live, compared to a national death 
rate of 22 4 per 1,000 live births 


Eight babies — 2 8 per cent — were 


born premature, compared with a 10 4 
per cent rate for the country as a whole 
and 7 3 per cent for the United States. 


The 1 8 per cent rate of infection fol 


lowing home childbirth m the Santa 
Cruz study is comparable to that of hos- 
pitals, the researchers reported

Wisconsin were set up for gas heat, and 
39 per cent required oil Eight per cent 
needed propane, and the remaining five 
per cent used coal, wood or electricity 


And a study by the Stanford Research 


Institute indicated that in 1970, Wiscon-

Article, the sixth Babies should enjoy 


the freedom to vocalize whether it be in 
church, a public meeting place, during 
a movie, or after hours when the lights 
are out They have not yet learned that 
joy and laughter have to last a lifetime 
and must be conserved 


Article, the seventh. No person may 


be made to wear a sweater when the par- 
ent/grandparent is cold or run around 
nude under a cold garden hose when the 
aforementioned is hot 


Amendment One No baby shall at 


any time be quartered in a house where 
there are no soft laps, no laughter, or no 
love

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Japanese women use house savings 
to secretly invest in stock market

TOKYO — A Japanese housewife in a 


kimono ambled into a securities firm 
the other day to buy a few shares and 
with a perfectly straight face gave a 
man's name as her own 


When the young salesman politely 


questioned this, she said it was her hus 
band's name The salesman mentally 
shrugged, accepted the woman's money 
and duly recorded the name he was 
given 


The chances are it was a false name, 


because uncounted numbers of Japa 
nese women trade that way in the mar 
ket here to maintain secrecy And it's all 
legal, according to securities dealers 
here 


These are women who are using their 


"hesokun" to buy stock 
Hesokuri, 


which literally means "to hide in the 
navel," is money that women slip out of 
their house funds without their hus 
bands' knowledge They once kept it 
tucked in the front of their obi, or sash, 


hence the name 


But everyone here professes that it is 


impossible to knew just how many 
women are trading in the market with 
their hesokun The New Japan Secu 
rities Company, the nation's fifth larg- 
est, has 100,000 clients — but only 20 or 
TO women's names are on the list 


A spokesman for the firm, asked to es 


timate how many customers are really 
women threw up his hands 
We don't 


know, we just don't know and it can't be 
helped ' 


The issue of women's tactics in the 


market raised a minor fuss here several 
days ago when the New Japan Securities 
instructed its salesmen to be extremely 
careful in permitting women to trade on 
margin, which requires a payment of 30 
per cent of the price of the stock An ex 
ecutive told Japanese reporters that 
many women were "irresponsible" be- 
cause they failed to cover their losses

"there have been many complaints 
from housewives who had been cajolea 
by salesmen and then lost their money 
The number of such cases has decreased 
but there are still some " 


The regulations for trading on margin 


here are considerably different from 
those in the United States, even though 
they were modeled on American prac- 
tice An investor, for instance, must pay 
off the full price of the stock within six 
months, whereas in the United States 
the investor must put up more margin if 
the price of the stock declines

Flaky mirror gets tape treatment 


BY ROGER C. WHITMAN 


Q. The silvering on a nice antique 


mirror is beginning to flake and blister 
off. What can I do to stop this? Or should 
I just have a glass company resilver it? 
— Chicago 


A Well worth everv effort to prevent 


more flaking because some glass men, 
not all by any means, charge an arm 
and leg for resilvermg Carefully fold 
back into place all possible flakes and 
anchor with Scotch tape Then, for extra 
good measure, cover the entire back of 
the mirror with strips of Scotch tape or 
equivalent, the widest you can find 


Q. Before I use a beautiful, new chopp- 


ing board, I would like to protect the 
wood grain against penetrating food 
stains and grease. How to do this? — 
Utica. 


A Cover with a generous layer of 


drug store grade mineral oil and let it 
sit there for a couple of hours for max 
imum absorption Then painstakingly 
rub off all possible excess Let dry for 10 
days and repeat 
This will protect 


against all kinds of food stains blood, 
fruit juice, etc I prefer mineral oil to 
linseed or other vegetable oils because 
there s no chance of its turning rancid 


Q. What can I do to eliminate squeaks 


in a box spring? They have been getting 
louder and more frequent. The bed is 
about 2fl years old. — Cleveland 


A Carefullv remove enough of the 


flimsy mosquito netting that covers the 
bottom so you can reach all the springs 
with a sprav of "dry ' lubricant the 
type used for making windows and 
drawers slide easily Some springs ma> 
need more than others, a lot of hit or 
miss needed here With this type spray 
there s a minimum chance of oil stains 
working through the top material 


Q. What chemicals are used to give 


different colors to log fires? — Roches- 
ter, N.Y. 


A For blue flames, copper sulphate 


red strontium nitrate green barium 
nitrate No doubt some smarter chem 
ists than I can come up with others, but 
these work quite well

way beyond the means of the people >vho 
make them, many modern thinking In 
dians have come to regard them as what 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi recently 
called 'a burden on families and on so 
ciety " 


"The practice of demanding and giv 


ing dowry must be eradicated from our 
life," Mrs Gandhi said last month in a 
characteristic statement on the subject 
A few weeks later she welcomed 100 


young men to her home here for a dis 
cussion of the subject, and applauded 
their pledge that when they married 
their families would refuse to accept 
dowries 


The campaign, in which other young 


men have taken the same pledge in 
other parts of the country, is part of a 
conscious effort to dismantle some of 
the established social practices that 
some Indians think are getting m the 
way of progress in this tradition-steeped 
society 


But tne old ways die hard, and even 


someone as resolute as Mrs Swamina 
than conceded with a grin 


"Despite what I say now, my eldest 


daughter is still only 16 years old, and 
when the time comes for her marriage, I 
may end up doing just the opposite " 


The dowry in India finds its origin in 


the ancient tradition that a woman be 
well decked out in jewelry by her father 
at the time of her marriage 


But the payment of large sums of cash 


is a more recent innovation, and the pri 
ces have been going up, encouraged by 
the relative scarcity of young men with 
good financial prospects in this poor 
country, and the traditional notion that 
a girl should marrv above her family's 
status

of $30 a month might have to pay several 
hundred dollars to his daughter s pros 
pectwe parents in lav. the dowrv, paid 
b> a business executive earning $500 a 
month would likely be well into the thou 
sands 


It is not unusual for a girl's father to 


incur a dowry debt that takes years to 
pay off As a Bombay man vsith four 
sons and no daughters cheerfully ex 
plained

Fifteen years ago 
India outlawed 


dowries but the law "signally failed to 
achieve its purpose," according to a re 
port on the status of women issued ear 
her this year by an official committee

most never been enforced 


Taking someone to court because he 


had asked for a dowrv would not on!\ 
wreck the marriage ' one girl's mother 
said ' It might also result in a family, s 
being ostracized in that particulai com 
munity " 


The committee on the status of wom^n 


recommended making the law much 
more stringent ana putting enforcement 
of it into the hands of a separate agency 
in consultation with "enlightened mem 
bers of the community "

Education low's intent questioned

A growing gap between what educa- 


tors believe to be the Intent and the let- 
ter of the law governing educational 
aids to school districts was decried Mon- 
day by school officials from throughout 
the state 


School administrators, teachers and 


parents filled the Appleton City Council 
chambers to voice their complaints 
about the state Department of Public In 
struction's enforcement of school legis- 
lation at a hearing conducted by the 
joint committee for review of adminis- 
trative rules 


There also was concern about the loss 


of local control, with the people testi- 
fying that it could lead to a takeover by 
the staje and possible mediocrity 


Most of the concerns centered on the 


13 standards for receiving educational 
aid, especially the 180 school days per 
year minimum, and Chapter 89, which 
mandates special programs for handi- 
capped pupils between the ages of 3-21 


"Local control" was heard repeatedly 


throughout the afternoon, as educators 
and parents requested that some of the 
rights be retained by the local systems 
Most of the speakers urged repeatedly 
that the state and DPI consider the dif 
ferences between communities in the 
state, both m population and type of 
resident 


"You're not going to make Mil 


waukee, De Pere and Washington Island 
the same," one De Pere parent told the 
two legislators conducting the session 
The hearing was chaired by Sen David 
Berger, D-Milwaukee, and State Rep 
William Rogers, D-Kaukauna 


The 13 standards for school aid eli 


gibility deal with physical education, 
music and mservice programs, guid- 
ance and counseling, health care, emer- 
gency n u r s i n g , c e r t i f i c a t i o n o f 
personnel, minimum salaries, and km 
dergarten plans, among others 


In many cases, the standards are 


much more demanding than those most 
school districts have been operating un- 
der, and, while most educators agree 
that the code is necessary and good, 
they also generally agree that they were 
not given enough time to implement 
them, especially since they are costly 
and involved 


Singled out by many who testified 


were such things as the daily physical 
education requirement, which changes 
many school programs from a two- or 
three day a week program and, accord- 


ing to some administrators, "makes us 
fudge instead of offering a good, solid, 
physical education program which has 
been set up by specialists " 


An outstate superintendent claimed 


that "we are putting the emphasis on 
the wrong end of the horse We are inter 
ested in the input, not the output," he 
said, adding that the DPI should look at 
what is produced and how much the 
youths are learning rather than whether 
the standards are met on paper 


Most testified about the 180-day rule, 


which states 'hat's the amount of time 
teachers have to spend in the classroom 
with their pupils Since most contracts 
are only a few days in excess of that, it 
leaves little, if any, time for flexibility 


Everyone agreed that this could cause 


problems, since some districts do not

Shining violations up in Calumet

CHILTON - Violations of shining 


in areas where wild animals live 
have been on the upswing in Calu- 
met County, according to Richard 
Streng, conservation warden. 


The price of fur-bearing animals 


such as raccoons has made some 
hunters look more at the monetary 
value of the hide than the sport of 
hunting the animals for food. The 
price ot raccoon skins ranges from 
SS-S35 an animal, Streng said. 


Shining for raccoons and deer 


starts in early fall, before the bow 
and arrow season and raccoon sea- 
son. Streng, with the help of special 
deputy wardens, some nights stops 
from 20-30 cars, and other nights 
only three or four, the warden said. 


The violators are carrying un- 


cased and loaded guns in the car, 
which is illegal. Shining is legal if 
firearms or other weapons are not in 
the car. Both the shining of raccoon 


and deer overlap and cause prob- 
lems in apprehending the violator. 


The most drastic violation on the 


increase, Streng said, is the use of 
baseball bats or large sticks to hit 
raccoons on the head. Most times 
the animals are taken to the fur buy- 
ers who have skinners on hand to 
take care of the animal. Others skin 
the animal where they find it and 
leave the carcass to rot. 


' In deer shining, the violator is 
mainly out for the food because the 
hides are not worth that much. 


The airplane that the Department 


of Natural Resources furnishes is 
effective in apprehending the shin- 
ing violator, but Streng said it is 
costly and the budget for enforce- 
ment in this area is dwindling. 


Streng uses special and deputy 


wardens when necessary. They 
must be fully trained in law enforce- 
ment, according to Law Enforce-

requirements. An abundance of 
problems means more personnel, 
which means more money spent, 
Streng said. 


Hunters come to Calumet County 


from other areas in the Fox Valley, 
Streng said. It is difficult to main- 
tain adequate patrol with one war- 
den covering 30,000 population in 
the county, compared to other en- 
forcement agencies with several 
men covering areas of similar size. 
Besides that, there are other duties 
the warden must take care of in ad- 
dition to enforcement.

bago County more than $11,000, the so- 
cial services committee plans to ask for 
three ne-w social workers so it can pro- 
vide services associated with the WIN 
(work incentive) program. 


For the past six weeks, the social serv- 


ices and personnel and finance com- 
mittee have been at odds about the 
controversial program. 


The county agency has been ordered 


by the state to provide the service — up 
to now it was optional — and it can do it 
either through a purchase of service 
contract or with department personnel. 


A study has shown that a purchase of 


service would cost about $61,500 or 
about $11,200 more than if the new em- 
ployes were hired and the service pro- 
vided through the county agency.

NEW YORK - Television folks are starting to 


breathe easier. The Nielsen figures for a thing 
called HUT, homes using television, finally have 
shown a wee gain in evening viewing for the first 
time this season. 


It came in the week ending Nov. 9, when the 


number of TV sets tuned to network and non-net- 
work shows at night was 1 per cent higher than 
in the same week in 1974, says Bill Rubens, 
NBC's top research man. 


In the earlier weeks of the new season, set use 


was down by 4 per cent in the prime evening 
hours, but the number of viewers watching tele- 
vision was up by 1 per cent. 


Some scribes claimed the drop in set use in- 


dicated viewers finally were getting fed up with 
TV. It isn't that simple, the networks said, cit- 
ing what they considered a bit of mystery in the 
Nielsen statistics. 


The mystery was that the figures showed 


viewing up but set use down. As Rubens noted in 
a recent interview, when viewing is up or down, 
so is set usage as a rule. Confusing? Bear with 


us a minute. 


It's theoretically possible to record lower set 


usage but larger audiences, because Nielsen 
gathers Its national audience data in two ways — 
with meters and diaries kept by viewers. 


The meters are attached to TV sets in 1,200 


homes. They provide immediate data on set 
useage and what programs are being watched 
and when. But they don't record the number of 
viewers at set-side. 


That's done in diaries kept by 2,300 unmetered 


households, with a third of the homes filling in 
the diaries one week, another third the next 
week and so on, according to Nielsen. 


It says it gets the diaries about 12 days after a 


given reporting period. The diaries say who and 
how many in each home watched which program 
and when. From this also comes data on the 
viewers' sexes, ages and other demographic 
material. 


Because the combined diary and meter fig- 


ures showed set usage down and viewership 
slightly up early this season, the networks sent 
their experts to Nielsen two weeks ago to ask 
what gives. 


The idea was to see if any changes had been 


made. 


Rubens says that to avoid overlapping effort, 


the networks now are having the Inquiry made 
by an outside expert hired by a national au- 
dience research committee formed about 12 
years ago by the three networks and the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters. 


Meanwhile, Nielsen says it also is making its 


own check, "examining all areas that have any 
bearing on this, from the sampling methods, the 
statistical end of it, to the field and production 
work." 


Rubens said the committee's findings may 


come in a few weeks. He emphasized that its in- 
quiry in no way means he's starting to doubt 
Nielsen's research methods. 


He said the ratings company has extremely 


competent statisticians, "and they're looking 
into the problem, but I think it behooves the net- 
works to satisfy themselves." 


He said it's a "normal procedure to check 


your supplier," but the Nielsen check doesn't 
mean a lack of confidence in the firm by him. 


"I've a great deal of confidence in the Nielsen 


company. I've had it over the years and I con- 
tinue to have it," he said.

Don't try to reduce 
while you're pregnant 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What do you 


think about reducing while pregnant? I 
have gained 35 pounds and am eight 
months pregnant. — Mrs. K.F. 


It would be best to wait until after 


your baby is born to begin reducing. 
Weight reduction during pregnancy can 
be dangerous. 


It is not unusual for a woman to gam 


25-30 pounds during pregnancy. Most of 
this is lost at delivery, after which any 
sensible reducing and exercise regimen 
will correct the problem of lingering ex- 
cess poundage. 


The growing fetus is, of course, de 


pendent on adequate maternal nutri- 
tion. In attempting weight reduction 
during pregnancy, an inadequate nutri- 
tion can easily occur. 


Weight gain usually comes from fatty 


and high carbohydrate meals — candy, 
sugar, cakes and the like. These should 
be reduced. Adequate protein, essential 
for proper fetal growth, is available in 
such foods as skim milk, eggs, fish and 
fowl — animal sources in general. 


Fruits and vegetables provide vita- 


mins and minerals as well as bulk to 
avoid constipation. 


Frivolous dieting should not be under- 


taken during pregnancy. But weight 
gain which goes beyond that expected 
naturally during pregnancy would pose 
a different question. Even then, a reduc- 
tion plan should be carefully delineated 
and supervised by the doctor.

There is always a certain amount of 


risk involved in any abortion, so it ranks 
lowest medically among the several 
methods of birth control. It is difficult to 
answer your specific question.

I also assume you are talking about a

I stopped taking a laxative, and had a 


bowel movement in about five days and 
thereafter every three days, sometimes 
every two days. I haven't taken a laxa- 
tive in more than a year and feel like a 
new person.

Anderson, hitting 30 of 46 passes with 


no interceptions, shredded the Buffalo 
secondary to shatter by 95 yards his for- 
mer club record of 352 yards set last 
year against Houston. He fired a pair of 
touchdown passes to Lenvil Elliott and 
Charlie Joiner and methodically moved 
the Bengals the length of the field when 
necessary.

"We played from an effort standpoint, 


pretty well. You can't fault the effort. 
But the mistakes were disastrous."

Ken Payne dropped a cru- 
cial pass on the Packers' last 
possession. Joe Danelo was wide left on 
a 35-yard field goal attempt. Quar- 
terback John Hadl had two passes inter- 
cepted in the second half, when the 
Packers were in or near scoring range.

Nebraska, one of the nation's top col- 


lege football powers, is laying it on the 
line with an "either-or" policy — and as 
a result, it may not participate in a bowl 
game for the first time in seven years. 


The unbeaten Cornhuskers, currently 


ranked second in the nation, voted twice 
Monday to reject a Fiesta Bowl in- 
vitation and either accept a bid to the 
Orange Bowl or none at all. 


That situation developed after Coach 


Bear Bryant of Alabama surfaced to 
deny his team was ducking anybody, as 
charged by the coaches of Nebraska and 
Oklahoma. But Bryant admitted he 
hand-picked Penn State to face his team 
in the Sugar Bowl game. 


The flurry of activity two days after 


the opening of bowl invitations left only 
one berth definitely open among the 11 
major bowls — and possibly two, if Ok- 
lahoma beats Nebraska Saturday in the 
showdown for the Big Eight title and the 
Orange Bowl berth awaiting the winner. 


Oklahoma, ranked sixth, has agreed 


to face the Western Athletic Conference 
champion — either Arizona State or Ari- 
zona — in the Fiesta Bowl, but Nebraska 
declined to join in the agreement. 


"It's just that all the players want to 


put all their eggs in one basket, and 
that's defeating Oklahoma," said Coach 


Tom Osborne of Nebraska, which twice 
has used bowl victories to nail down na- 
tional championships in The Associated 
Press poll. 


The definite vacancy is in the Tan- 


gerine Bowl, where six teams report- 
edly are still under consideration to 
provide the opposition for Miami of 
Ohio. Another spot was filled Monday 
when West Virginia accepted a bid to 
the Peach Bowl.

field, it should have been called a legal 
TD (as it was), because there is no such 
thing as a fumble once the offensive
